Burglars 
stung by 
hot-spot 
patrols 


BURGLARIES in 
Greenwich are down by 
six per cent while the rest 
of London has seen an 
increase. 

Det. Chief Insp. Sean 
Yates told GT: “We have 
been targeting burglary 
by deploying additional 
overnight patrols in hot 
spot areas identified 
through our intelligence 
system. We also set up a 
number of anti-burglary 
campaigns as part of 
Operation Bumblebee, 
which are still ongoing.” 
Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services, 
said: “This sends out a 
really positive message 
that we are working 
together to reduce the 
number of burglaries and 
are keeping Greenwich a 
safe place to live.” 

Police in Greenwich have 
also set up a new 
“disruption team” which 
aims to prioritise 
operations against prolific 
offenders. 

• CRIME on buses in the 
borough of Greenwich has 
been reduced by 28 per 
cent since the introduction 
of the Greenwich Safer 
Transport team at the start 
of 2009. Police have been 
patrolling transport hubs 
and targeting specific bus 
routes.

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200 council 
staff battle 
against the 
elements 

HUNDREDS of Greenwich 
Council staff battled to keep 
roads and footpaths as clear 
as possible as the winter 
freeze threw down challenges 
to local councils across the 
country over Christmas. 


With over 1,000km of 
pavement in the borough, the 
council made sure the busiest 
areas and footways on hilly 
residential roads were gritted 
first, followed by less busy 
and flatter roads and paths. 

More than 200 staff worked 
on gritting and ice clearance 
on footways and estates 
across the borough. They 
included a caretaking team 
who stayed on duty until 2am 
on December 22 after sudden 
falls of snow blocked roads on 
the Woolwich Common estate. 

On the roads the initial focus 
was to ensure that priority 



roads were gritted in good 
time, and the council’s fleet of 
gritting lorries was already 
working round the clock 
ahead of the weekend once

The system ensured that all 
the following major roads 
were cleared with speed: 

• main roads 

• public transport routes 

• hospital access streets

was for gritting lorries to be 
re-deployed to clear priority 
two routes, including:

Inevitably, the work had to 
respond to the changing 
weather conditions and the 
sudden snowfall required re- 
gritting some high priority 
roads. 

Deputy council leader Peter 
Brooks told GT: “We wanted 
to make sure that residents 
could go about their normal 
business whatever the 
weather. We were confident 
our teams had all the 
measures in place to keep the 
roads clear - and we’re 
prepared for more from where 
that came from!”

Best wishes for 2010 



A YEAR ago we looked 
forward with some 
trepidation to 2009, 
following the world-wide 
collapse in the financial 
markets. There was 
considerable uncertainty 
as to the impact this 
would have on each of us 
and on our families. 

The same was true for 
Greenwich. Would 
investors and 
developers be able to 
keep going? Would our 
own investment plans be 
hit? A year on and, while 
there is some slippage on 
developments as finance 
became more difficult to 
obtain from the banks, I 
have been pleasantly 
surprised by just how 
much progress we and 
our partners have been 
able to make. 

The year began 
optimistically with the 
opening of the new DLR 
station in Woolwich. 
Already over 3 million 
passengers have used its 
service, demonstrating 
again just how much 
latent demand exists for 
transport infrastructure 
in our borough. 

Work has continued at 
the Greenwich Peninsula 
and the Royal Arsenal 
and been started on the 
huge Kidbrooke 
development, including 
the demolition of the 
Ferrier Estate. New 
school buildings have 
begun at Thomas Tallis 
in Blackheath and Crown 
Woods in Eltham, while 
the new St Paul’s school 
will open its doors at its 
new location in Abbey 
Wood next week. 

It has been pleasing to be 
able to ensure that our 
‘Decent Homes’ 
programme for council

tenants has remained on 
track, and we will be one 
of the few boroughs to 
complete the programme 
on schedule by the end of 
this coming year. 

Critical for us all in the 
Town Hall was to 
recognise the potential 
impact the recession 
would have on family 
finances and local 
businesses. To this end, 
we were able, for the fifth 
time in 11 years, to freeze 
the Council Tax and we 
are committed to doing 
the same in the coming 
year to ensure we do not 
add to the burden facing 
families. 

So what about our 
priorities for 2010? Well, 
apart from making sure 
we can freeze the Council 
Tax, we shall be working 
hard to make sure our 
development partners 
continue to invest in the 
borough and we make 
sure we improve the 
transport connections. 

In the past few months 
alone, we have been 
working to try to bring 
forward the next phase of 
development at The 02, 
to keep the Royal Arsenal 
and Kidbrooke 
developments going and 
to see starts made after 
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programme. And as the 
government-funded scheme 
enters its final year, another 
£70 million will be spent on 
top of the £150 million that 
have brought nearly 70 per 
cent of housing up to the 
required “decent standard”. 

Mrs Begho, 73, told GT 
that her kitchen was a 
dream come true but 
added: “I pray that my GP 
will not tell me off for any 
weight gained! I have been 
cooking nicer dishes in my 
wonderful new kitchen. 

“When I moved in here 
seven years it had an old 
kitchen and just two 
cupboards either side of 
the sink. When I got the 


letter from the council 
about the refurbishment I 
didn’t know what to 
expect. 

“I didn’t go into the 
kitchen once during the 
work because I wanted to 
be surprised - and what a 
surprise! When you get a 
gift like this you have to 
say thank you, so I wrote 
to the contractors, Apollo, 
about the wonderful job 
they did.” 

GT visited on the day 
Patricia was looking after 
her two-year-old grand- 
daughter, Noelani. 

Patricia said: “Having a 
beautiful kitchen makes 
such a difference to my 
quality of life. I can cook 
nice meals for Noelani and 


I But if there is just one wish I could deliver for 
P the borough in the coming year, it is to finally 
r nail the commitment of government and City 
Hall to supporting the delivery of a Crossrail 
station at Woolwich.

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much delay on the 
Coronet at Well Hall and 
the Cutty Sark Pier. 
Recently we announced a 
£4.8m Olympic and 
Paralympic legacy for 
sports and 
environmental 
improvements to our 
parks and open spaces, 
and we shall be 
witnessing a number of 
these investments 
coming to fruition in 
2010.

Which brings me back to 
transport. We are 


presently consulting 
residents and businesses 
on the partial 
pedestrianisation of 
Greenwich Town Centre - 
a long-held ambition. We 
have also commissioned 
work to examine the 
feasibility of developing a 
DLR extension from north 
of the river to Eltham via 
Kidbrooke. But if there is 
just one wish I could 
deliver for the borough in 
the coming year, it is to 
finally nail the 
commitment of 
government and City Hall 
to supporting the delivery 


of a Crossrail station at 
Woolwich. Nothing else 
would have as great an 
impact in relieving the 
unremitting challenges of 
regenerating the poorest 
areas of our borough than 
a heavy rail link with 
underground style 
services that would place 
Woolwich seven minutes 
from Canary Wharf, 14 
minutes from Tottenham 
Court Road and 44 
minutes from direct links 
to Heathrow. It is a huge 
prize, albeit with 
substantial costs - all of 
which are loaded onto us 


locally. No other station, 
apart from Canary Wharf - 
which can reclaim 
substantial future rents 
from the world’s 
wealthiest businesses - has 
been asked to finance its 
own construction costs. 
Despite this challenge and 
the constant threat of its 
removal from the 
programme, we remain 
committed to doing all we 
can to try to secure a 
solution which delivers the 
station for Greenwich. 
Happy New Year to you all.

This is not Ferry good 


FROM your report of the 
closure of Blackwall 
Tunnel, there are two 
points I would like 
cleared up. First, it was 
reported that it’s not 
possible to use a 
contraflow system in 
the Blackwall Tunnel. 
Why then is it allowed 
through the Rotherhithe 
Tunnel daily? Second, for 
months we have put up 
with a one-boat service on 


the Woolwich Ferry, but 
the operators were happy 
to announce that a two- 
boat service would 
operate with extended 
hours due to the closure 
of one tunnel. I took a 
walk down to the ferry at 
4pm on a Monday evening 
to see Woolwich Road at a 
standstill due to lorries 
blocking the ferry 
approach roundabout due 
to the fact no staff were 


manning the ferry car 
park. Why are the ferry 
operators not made to 
keep the car park manned 
when the ferry is open 
instead of traffic blocking 
up the roundabout?

• BOTH the Blackwall 
Tunnel and Woolwich Ferry 
are the responsibility of 
Transport for London. TfL 
said: "Rotherhithe is an 


extremely narrow tunnel 
with sharp bends. This 
means that vehicles have to 
travel slowly in the tunnel, 
which is why there is a 
20mph speed limit. The 
Woolwicn Ferry car park 
should be staffed when the 
ferry is in operation. If we 
are provided with details of 
instances where the south 
side car park has not been 
staffed we will take these up 
with the ferry operator."

Greenwich 
among the first 
to get super- 
fast broadband 

GREENWICH residents will be among 
the first in the country to benefit from 
super-fast broadband. 

A multi-million pound investment 
programme to upgrade the copper based 
internet and phone network is being 
carried out by Openreach - the 
organisation responsible for 
maintaining 28 million phone lines in 
the UK. 

Around 10 million premises should be 
able to access fibre-based services by 
2010. And the roll out, starting this 
month, means residents and businesses 
in Woolwich, Thamesmead, Eltham and 
Greenwich will be among the first to get 
super-fast broadband. 

It means locals can send and receive 
information over the net at lightening 
speeds including High Definition films, 
music and graphics without irritating 
pauses. 

Openreach, which is solely responsible 
for improving and maintaining the 
network infrastructure, says the 
upgrade will provide super-fast 
downloads at more than 10 times the 
speed currently received by most 
residents and businesses. 
Communication providers such as BT, 
Talk Talk and Sky will be selling the new 
super-fast broadband services that will 
run over the upgraded network.

Crackdown on rubbish caused by cigarettes

COUNCIL staff handed 
out portable ashtrays to 
festive shoppers as part of 
a campaign to remind 
people about the problem 
of smoking litter. 

The free ‘Stubbies’ were given 
out in the Talk Cafe at 
Greenwich Council’s Woolwich 
Winter Warmer event last 
month. 

Visitors to the Talk Cafe had a 
chance to talk to Cleansweep 
staff about a range of 
environmental issues and 
complete a survey which had a 
question about cigarette litter. 

The portable Stubbie which 
can be emptied, cleaned and 
reused, allows smokers to 
extinguish cigarettes and 
dispose of them safely. 
Greenwich Council has been 
handing them out at 
community events for about 
two years a part of its drive to 
crack down on smoking litter. 

Last month’s Stubbie 
giveaway came as Keep Britain 
Tidy called for more action on 
cigarette litter as part of its 
latest campaign. 

The environmental charity 
is urging the cigarette 
industry to educate 
smokers on the 
impact of cigarette I 
litter and has issued a 
new promotional film 4/ 
highlighting the 1 
problem of smoking 
litter.

Cigarette butts, matches, 
empty packets and their 
wrappers are England’s biggest 
litter problem and are found on 
78% of our streets say 
campaigners 

Phil Barton, Keep Britain Tidy 
chief executive said: “The sheer 
size and scale of the cigarette 
litter problem is shameful and 
disgusting. Clearly many 
smokers have yet to be 
convinced that their cigarette 
stubs are litter and they seem 
happy to drop them 
everywhere. 

“Cigarettes are litter - once 
dropped they are very difficult 
to clean up and blight the 
majority of the streets. 

Smokers need to act 
responsibly, get a 
personal ashtray or use 
a bin. 

“We have had 
early talks 


with cigarette manufacturers 
and hope to be able to work 
with them to tackle this major 
problem for our streets.” 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, 
Greenwich council’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services, reminded residents 
that dropping a cigarette butt 
is an offence which can lead to 
a fine of £80. She urged locals 
to use a portable ashtray or to 
extinguish their cigarettes 
and dispose of them in a 
regular rubbish bin. 

“Greenwich Council takes a 
zero-tolerance approach to all 
environmental crime - which 
includes littering by dropping 
cigarette butts. Portable 
ashtrays are a great way of 
offering smokers the chance to 
make responsible choices 
about how they dispose of 
their cigarette butts 
regardless of whether they are 
near a bin or not.” 

She added: “It takes 
months and in some 
circumstances years for 
a cigarette butt to 
degrade and the mess 
they leave is not only 
unsightly but can 
pose hygiene and 
environmental 
risks. 

“We’re pleased 
that the majority 
of residents take 
pride in the 
cleanliness of 
their borough 
and we will 
take action 
against the 
minority whose 
actions blight 
the lives of 
everyone else.” 


Service tribute for lost children 


BEREAVED parents and carers 
filled a church to remember 
and honour their children. 

It was the fourth annual 
service to be hosted by The 
Terry Booker Foundation, and 
Mayor of Greenwich, Cllr Allan 
MacCarthy, and the borough’s 
Police Commander, Richard 
Wood, were among the special 
guests. Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services, did the first reading. 

The foundation is named 
after the late son of Lynne 


Booker, from Plumstead. Terry, 
who was 19, was fatally 
stabbed in November, 2000. 

Lynne set up the support 
group over four years ago with 
her friends to help parents 
struggling to cope after a 
murder, a fatal accident, a 
suicide, a miscarriage or a still- 
birth. The foundation holds a 
memorial service at St 
Andrew’s church in Bostall 
Heath at this time of year to 
try to bring some comfort 

A group of 10-year-olds from 
Foxfield Primary School, 


Sandbach Place, Woolwich, 
came with their teachers to 
sing ‘Silent Night’ - in honour 
of a pupil’s mum who died 18 
months ago. Foxfield was also 
Terry Booker’s old school. 

Chief Supt Wood told GT: 
“I’ve seen the fantastic work 
the parents do. This is a very 
worthwhile cause.” 

He told the congregation: 
“I’m almost ‘lost for words’. 
My heart really goes out to all 
of you.” 

The names of dozens of 
babies and children who have 


died were read aloud while 
family and friends lit candles 
and placed angels on a tree. 

There was also an angel for 
Baby P and for all the lost 
heroes from the present 
conflicts overseas.

AN embroidery group 
which has created 
Greenwich’s own version 
of the Bayeux tapestry 
said a special thank you to 
a benefactor who helped 
to get it on display. 

Members of the Greenwich 
Millennium Embroiderers 
presented some artwork to 
celebrated ‘Yes Minister’ 
screenwriter Sir Anthony Jay 
last month. 

It happened during the 
launch event of the eight 
embroderies which are now 
on display to the public at 
Greenwich Heritage Centre. 

Work started on the 
embroideries back in 1998 as a 
community millennium 
project to celebrate 2000 years 
of Greenwich History. The 
panels were the idea of the 
late Beverly Burford, a former

Curator of the Greenwich 
Museum, and contain images 
from as far back as the 
Romans and Celts, through 
the Tudors and into the 20th 
Century.

sketches for the people and 
buildings that appear on the 
panels. 

He said: “This is a 
stupendous achievement 
which gives Greenwich their 
very own Bayeux Tapestry.

THAT’S Claudette Lawrence 
outside No. 10 with the Prime 
Minister’s senior health 
advisor Greg Beales - and she 
wasn’t there just for HER 
health. 

The Greenwich mental health 
activist was in Downing Street to 
argue the case for people like her 
who have suffered in the face of 
stigma and discrimination. 

Claudette, 40, was invited after 
writing to Mr Brown in support of 
the national ‘Time to Change’ 
campaign and her own 
involvement with the recent NHS 
Greenwich ‘Get Moving - Feel 
Good’ event, which was a great 
success. 

She told GT: “I wrote to Gordon 
Brown about mental health 
stigma and discrimination. I’d 
lost my job because of depression 
and wanted to talk to him about 
the Time to Change campaign. 
He wrote back to invite me to No. 
10 to meet Greg Beales and 
discuss these issues. 

“It went really well. I didn’t 
expect to get a reply, let alone the 
invitation.” 

Claudette, who went to school in 
Kidbrooke, made the point that 
many people were frightened to 
come forward and say that they 
have a mental health problem 
because of the stigma around it. 

“A survey carried out by Time to 



Change showed there was 
evidence to suggest that people 
were not given interviews for 
jobs,” said Claudette, who lives in 
Thamesmead. “People are 
discriminated against because 
they have a mental health 
problem. I think a lot of it is down 
to ignorance and fear. Other 
people are frightened and don’t 
know how to deal with it. 

“Ideas are being developed as 
we speak to help some employers 
understand and change their 
attitudes. Personally, I am 
campaigning for changes in the 
law around job applications and 
removing the clause saying 
applicants must disclose 
information about mental health 
problems. 

“That obviously puts people at 
a disadvantage and at the 
moment you can be dismissed if 
it’s found out that you failed to 
give this information at your 
interview.” 

Claudette’s campaigning has 
made her a ‘Time to Change’ 
champion and recently she 
attended a mental health 
exhibition in London. She said: 
“The campaign matches me up to 


events and I go along to represent 
them and speak on their behalf. 
It’s based in Stratford and is 
funded by the Lottery and Comic 
Relief. I think it’s a brilliant 
campaign and doing a wonderful 
job. I asked Greg Beales if the 
government could help out with 
funding.” 

In just a few months Claudette 
has clearly established herself as 
a formidable campaigner. “I’ve 
got a lot of people to come 
forward about discrimination 
issues, including getting people 
to sign the visual pledge on 
Facebook. I’ve made quite a few 
friends myself and the whole 
thing has been very positive. 

“I feel much better in myself as 
well and my big hurdle now is to 
get back to work. The stigma is 
still there for me personally and 
I’ve got to work against that. I’m 
legally trained and I’d like to 
work in mental health as some 
kind of ambassador that will 
lead to paid work in the future. 

“I’m interested and involved in 
the community, including the 
Women’s Institute and 
Townswomen’s Guild. I’m also 
involved in the Baby P 
Campaign. I hope there’s 
someone out there who realises 
that I do have skills and having 
had a health problem does not 
mean that I’m not valuable.”

AN informal support 
group offering gentle

been proclaimed 

London’s “breath of 
fresh air”. 

Reps from the British 
Lung Foundation came to 
the borough to award the 
accolade of “outstanding 
new group” to Breathe Easy 
Greenwich, a monthly 
group for people with 
respiratory problems. 

Around 15,000 people in 
the borough fight for breath 
as a result of conditions 
such as emphysema, 
bronchiectasis, cystic 
fibrosis, fibrosing alveolitis, 
chronic bronchitis, and 
asthma. 

The Breathe Easy group 
offers support, advice, 
information and a chance to 
meet people in a similar 
situation. 

It meets on the last Friday 
of the month from 11.30am 
until 1pm at the Hider Court 
sheltered housing scheme at 
120 Hervey Road, Charlton, 
and it wants to welcome 
new members in the New 
Year. 

The group was founded in 


2007 by Helen Jefford, 
Respiratory Physiotherapist 
working for Greenwich 
Primary Care Trust. 

Helen said: “Living with 
lung disease can often be a 
frightening and isolating 
experience. By joining your 
local Breathe Easy Group 
people in the Greenwich 
area will be able to benefit 
from the support of each 
other and share 
experiences, which will 


hopefully lead to an 
improved quality of life and 
an awareness of the positive 
side of living with lung 
disease.”

Pedestrian 
plans go on 
display in 
Woolwich 

DETAILS of proposals to pedestrianise 
Greenwich Town Centre are on display at 
Woolwich Town Hall next week.

Hot tips on keeping warm this winter 


HELP with keeping warm 
this winter is available to 
residents who may be 
struggling with heating 
costs. 

Greenwich Council’s 
benefits advice service can 
offer information on the full 
range of support available. 

For example, if you are 
aged 60 ,you may be able to 
get a Winter Fuel Payment. 

This payment is worth £250 
for most people this year (or 
£400 for households with 
someone aged 80 or over). 

It does not matter how 
much income or savings you 
have and payments will not 
affect your other benefits or 
pension. Payments should 
be made automatically if 
you received a Winter Fuel 
Payment last year or if you 
get a state pension. Other 
people may need to claim.

There are also Cold 
Weather Payments which are 
paid automatically in 
periods of very cold weather. 

Pensioners, families with 
children under five and 
people with long-term health 
problems or disability can 
get this help if they are 
receiving certain benefits. 

A Warm Front Grant can 
help people receiving certain 
benefits or tax credits to 
meet the cost of insulation, 
draught proofing or to 
repair or replace heating 
systems.

Private tenants and 
homeowners may also be 
able to get help from the 
Council’s Home 
Improvement Team to help 
meet the cost of making 
their homes warmer. 


Repairing central heating 
and double glazing are the 
types of improvements that 
could be covered by grants 
and interest free loans. 

The help is limited to older 
and disabled people 
receiving certain benefits or 
tax credits, and you must 
live with someone who is 
under 16, aged 60 or over, or 
has a long-term illness or 
disability. 

Clients who do not qualify 
for the council scheme may 
be able to get help from the 
Coldbusters Scheme.

Most energy suppliers offer 
help for customers 
struggling to pay their fuel 
bills and it’s worth calling 
your supplier to see how 
they can help.

Restaurant closed 
by mice infestation 


AN INDIAN restaurant 
was temporarily closed 
when inspectors found 
mice during a spotcheck. 

The Moza restaurant in 
Trafalgar Road, 
Greenwich, was closed 
for a few days when 
environmental 
inspectors discovered an 
extensive mouse 
infestation raising a 
serious risk to 
customers’ health. 

Inspectors were also 
concerned about the 
poor state of repair of 
kitchen tiles and the 
general cleanliness of 
the premises. 

They took photographic 
evidence which was used 
in court to get an 
emergency prohibition 
order issued. 

The restaurant was 
allowed to reopen 
subject to improvements 
and by meeting basic 


guidelines such regular 
recording of fridge 
temperatures and 
maintaining the general 
up-keep of cleanliness. 

If the measures are not 
observed, prosecution 
could follow. 

The action is part of 
Greenwich Council’s 
crackdown on catering 
businesses which will 
see the council’s 
environmental health 
team checking premises 
across the borough this 
year. 

Councillor Maureen 
O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s Cabinet 
Member for 

neighbourhood services, 
said: “The Council will 
continue to carry out 
unannounced visits to 
food businesses and will 
take necessary action to 
safeguard customers’ 
health. I would 


encourage all local food 
businesses to follow 
appropriate food hygiene 
standards to avoid 
having their business 
closed down or even 
worse face prosecution.” 

To avoid heavy 
penalties, catering 
businesses can join a 
Council project to get 
advice on complying 
with food safety law. 

Greenwich Council and 
other Olympic host 
boroughs together with 
Healthworks, will be 
offering free seminars 
and coaching sessions to 
eligible businesses from 
this month.

their skills and gain practical experience 
by volunteering in local sporting events 
and entertainment. 

“Then I heard about the event 
volunteers course through GLLaB - 
and I decided it was a good ‘follow- 
on’,” she said. 

Her first task at The O 2 was 
helping out at a concert in aid of a 
music charity. 

“I’d like to find employment as a 
steward here, if possible,” she said. 
Kirill Sidorin, who originates from 
Latvia, said: “I was doing factory 
work but when I came to London, I 
looked on the internet about The 62 
- it’s a very famous place and my 
goal was to get a job here.” 

Now, after training - including 


meeting and greeting Russian-speaking 
athletes and coaches from Heathrow - Kirill 
has succeeded in his goal. 

Since November he’s been part of the floor- 
team in the ‘Matter’ nightclub within the 
entertainment district. 

“Now I’m having fun, seeing the DJs and 
hearing the bands performing and I’m 
getting paid for it! I also have my licence for 
the security industry through GLLaB and I 
want to apply for a security-job here.” 

A total of 103 Greenwich residents have 
successfully completed the training - 
including customer service and health and 
safety. 

Volunteers’ manager Ann Lacey texts 
individuals a week or two before a 
particular event at The O 2 and they respond 
if they’re available. 

Seventy-five recruits helped out at the 
World Gymnastics, an event widely viewed 
as a valuable test in the build up to the 


Olympics, and 25 volunteered to assist at 
the Barclays ATP World Tennis Tour 
finals, greeting spectators and helping 
visitors to find their way around the venue. 

David Campbell, CEO of AEG Europe 
told GT: “This pilot programme has given 
local people both skills and experience that 
can be transferred to a whole range of 
employment opportunities which fits in 
with our strategies around local labour.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for economy and skills, 
said: “Volunteering is a very useful route 
back into work for those who have been 
jobless for sometime. It allows the 
volunteer to gain new skills, build their 
self-confidence, get up-to-date experience 
and will provide them with current 
references.”

THE Ashburnham Triangle 
Association (ATA) is starting 2010 
with lots of plans and a few 
challenges.

GT went on a walkabout with local 
historian Diana Rimel who has 
recently produced a second, revised 
profile of the area. The new illustrated 
book, sponsored by the ATA, takes 
readers on a tour of many of the 
different buildings, and also profiles 
some of the inhabitants down the ages. 

ATA’s gardening project at the 11- 
place Ashburnham Residential Home 
for people with learning disabilities 
was set up in 2008 after near- 
neighbours Audrey Ringrose and Sara 
Emanuel went over and made contact. 

Since then, Sara has organised the 
monthly working parties. The patio is 
filled with flowers and sensory plants, 
and there is a thriving vegetable patch. 

Audrey, who remembers when the land 
there was a wooded bomb-site for local 
children to play in, told us: “Now another 


member, Eileen, has drawn up a plan to 
create paths, new planting round the 
tree, and climbing plants against 
the bare wall.” 

Meanwhile, ATA member 
Ann Williams wants to 
enhance the two planters at 
either end of Ashburnham 
Retreat - the little road by the 
Ashburnham Arms - and 
turn them into 
butterfly gardens. 

Round the corner on 
the main road is what 
claims to be the 
oldest foundation in 
the whole Triangle.

Elizabeth’s Cottages are beautiful 
almshouses, originally established in 
1574. The Drapers Company administer 
the almshouses' Trust, and present 
occupants of the cottages and the 
adjacent flats - backed by the ATA - are 
facing continuing worries and 
uncertainties in 2010 as their landlords 
deliberate over their future. 

They’re also supporting the young 
parents and children who regularly use 
“Greenwich Connections” at St Mark’s 
Community Centre at 22 Greenwich 
South Street. The project is desperately 
trying to raise a “core” fund of at least 
£12,000 to keep the various projects 
running after March 31. Otherwise it 
faces closure.

But hark ye this, for one more 
little gem must be unearthed 
before we bid farewell to the 
over friendly relatives, toss out 
the tree and finally discard the 
rancid cooking liquor that had 
been charitably titled, ‘turkey 
soup’. Or Nigel, depending on 
how long it had been there. 

Just like the stalk at the story’s 
root, Jack and the Beanstalk 
has grown into one of the most 
popular pantos of all time - and 
a new version is laid on by the 
New Eltham Methodist 
Church on January 9, 15 
and 16. 

But what a tall tale it is - surely 
our streetwise youngsters 
wouldn’t be taken in by such a 
brazen ploy today: One bean 
for a whole cow? A PSP and a 
Wii might be a fairer swap. . . 

In fact, Jack’s beanstalk is an 
apt tale for the barren month of 
January, and there are many 
modern parallels: Jack goes off 
to market: ( The January sales)’, 
He exchanges something of 
value for

something pathetic and 
worthless: (Your 
money in exchange 
for a cheap sofa)’, 
Jack retreats 
into a fairytale 
world, climbing 
the beanstalk 
and killing a 
giant: (You 



quaff the last of the Christmas 
booze, lapse into a telly coma 
and kill time before climbing 
the stairs.) 

And that’s after he discovers 
that the sorry legume has 
grown into something 
fantastical before the story’s 
ultimately moral finale . . . 

OK, so that’s where the 
similarities end - but that sofa 
really is terrible and does 
belong in Cloud Cuckoo Land. 
While I digress somewhat, 
there is a point to all this, for 
the pantomime on at the 
church’s next door centre on 
Footscray Road, is indeed a 
reworking for the modern age. 
Gone are the giant-slaying 
greed-deeds of the panto’s old 


wholesome type of hero. 

Singer in the performance’s 30- 
strong chorus, Geraldine 
Helps told Scene : “We felt the 
original was a bit cruel. So in 
our version, the old Jack is the 
villain of the piece while the 
new Jack goes up the 
beanstalk to right the wrongs 
committed by his 
predecessor.” 

The panto has also been 
rebranded, Jack: Back On The 
Beanstalk, in keeping with its 
new story, and is the Methodist 
church’s sequel to the faithful 
original it staged last year. 

Set one hundred years later, 
the only person from the 
village St. Ivel who has gained 
from the events of a century 
earlier is the nasty landlord 
Baron Wasteland, and Jack 
pledges to return the stolen 
property to the people who live 
in Cloud Cuckoo Land. 

“It was written by one of the 
church members,” Geraldine 
added. “It’s Jack Mkll - an up 
to date reworking.” 

But worry ye not trad-panto 
fans - the crafty writer has 
incorporated all your 
favourite characters too, and 
all the fe-fi-fo-fumming you 
could wish for: There’s the 
endearingly funny but 
penniless widow; the lovable 
old cow; magic beans with the 
growth formula that Alan 
Titchmarsh would give his 
right trowel for, and of course, 
our hero who is dead set on 
bringing health, wealth and 
happiness back to the village. 
Will Jack succeed, or succumb 
to need, greed, and that 
infernal weed?

AN album of live highlights 
: vm from a Greenwich music club 
has been unleashed on the 
public. 

Live At The One World Club is the first 
compilation in what is hoped to be a 
series of recorded performances from 
the club which is held every Thursday. 
Most of the participants are acoustic 
guitarist singer-songwriters, and the 
CD was unveiled at the Mitre pub on 
Greenwich High Road on December 17, 
where the weekly event is held. 

One World Club organiser and founder 
Jon Skinner told Scene: “The album is 
made up of 15 performances by artists 
at the club - which have been recorded 
over the last six months. 

“It’s not just a ‘live recording’ - it has 
been mastered to get the best quality 
sound from the songs.’’ 

The CD costs £5 and all proceeds 
go right back into the club that 
spawned it. 

Jon said: “We don’t make any money 
out of the night - it’s done purely as a 
voluntary exercise. We have built up IQ- 
12 people who are volunteers, the 
money raised will go into improving the 
audio and recording equipment for the 
next CD.” 

The club has been a roaring success for 
over 12 months, surviving the credit 
crunch, the snowstorms earlier in the 
year and has built a strong band of 
supporters. 

“My goal is to provide an opportunity for 
singers to record their music to CD 
which will act as a showcase for their 
talents," the organiser said. 

Pulling in between 50 and 80 punters a 
week, the atmosphere is electric, but 
Jon admitted the club could still 
squeeze a few more in. 

“We are looking to attract the man off 
the street, passers-by," he said, “and 
we haven’t yet cracked the publicity to 
colleges and universities. We would like 
as many young performers as 
possible.” 

And anything goes at the shindig, 
acoustic guitars, bards and even 
dancers. 

“There are occasionally poets who 
perform - a lot of entertainers, we 
haven’t had so many dancers lately, so 
we’re looking for more Laban students 
to get involved.” 

CDs are available at the club on 
Thursdays - which runs from 7.30 to 
1 1 .30pm - and there are plans to get 
them into local retail outlets too. 

“We are hoping to get it into some of 
the music shops around Greenwich," 

Jon said.

Downey an ideal Holmes 


IT’S hard to believe, but 
I there are more films 
' about Sherlock Holmes 
than any other fictional 
character. So common are these 
films that there are few actors 
who don’t know who the ‘The 
Great Detective’ is. 

Sherlock Holmes is a fantastic 
character and there is no doubt 
that they will always make new 
films about him. Holmes is the 
latest, starring Robert Downey 
Jnr and local lad Jude Law as a 
tough as old boots Dr Watson. 

The film has already raised 
eyebrows across the Atlantic 
because of the action and 
violence of the film and the 
murky evil of dear old London in 
its portrayal.

Cowell’s got 

PolitiX-Factor 


ANOTHER series of The X- 
Factor has drawn to a 
merciful close. ITV bagged 
viewing figures of nearly 
twenty million for the live final - a 
record high, and the series as a whole 
was the most watched since its 
inception in 2004. 

Despite accusations of fixing amongst 
the judges, and unprecedented 
criticism of the quality of the 
contestants this series - see Jedward - 
it seems the public still can’t get 
enough of the show. 

Love it or hate it, the X-Factor has 
been a modern cultural phenomenon 
and a further illustration, if any were 
needed, that the Simon Cowell 
machine is still in full effect. Indeed, 
the grand final was followed by 
another ITV viewing delicacy, The 
Susan Boyle Story - or SuBo as she’s 
known to the Red-Tops and Facebook 
fanatics - which charted the visceral 
rise of the Scottish warbler who shot 
to fame on the back of another of 
Cowell’s self-propagating vehicles, and 
oddity showcase, Britain’s Got Talent. 
Amongst the inevitable tear soaked 
commiserations for the losing finalist 
was the more unnerving news that the 
high-trousered mogul has plans to 
adapt the show into a political format. 

In a Kirsty Wark interview on BBC2’s 
Newsnight, Cowell disclosed his vision 
for the venture which will take the form 
of a live public debate on the hot issues 
of the day. It would not, he declared, be 
a means for the public to vote in an MP, 
as that, “wouldn’t work’’. Hang on a 
minute Simon, don’t we call that “an 
election”? Worrying news indeed then, 
from a man who has built an empire on 
reducing music to its most crass form, 
but in reality, an idea that may be the 
only way to engage the masses in a 
political debate that has drifted ever 
further from the popular conscience. 
And while it’s easy to cast Cowell as an 
arrogant ego-maniac, the self- 
assurance of the man is astounding and 
must be acknowledged, if not 
applauded. In the same interview he 
added that the format for this “political 
X-Factor" would consist of a panel of 
experts - Jeremy Clarkson, perhaps, or 
even the Loose Women - discussing the 
issue du jour with a direct studio link to 
10 Downing Street via a “red 
telephone”. Through the phone the 
results of a live public vote would be 
transmitted to the Prime Minister for 
the quantifiable and quick response that 
today’s audience apparently finds so 
necessary. And the fact that the TV star 
believes this would be a valuable socio- 
political tool illustrates a man without 
any doubt in his own vision. 

In his defence - and in the face of the 
fierce criticism he regularly receives 
- Cowell has always claimed that he 
is only giving the public what it 
- wants, and the singing contest’s 
1 twenty million viewers would seem to 
support that statement. Whatever your 
thoughts may be on Simon Cowell and 
The X-Factor phenomena, one thing is 
for certain - he’s not done with us yet.

and, by definition, they were 
inconclusive. As was this 
stand-off in West London. 

Brentford had won twice on 
the road during the festivities 
and were far from an ideal 
choice as Charlton’s last 
opponents of 2009. 

They proved to be stubborn, 
well-organised and ambitious 
and, when they snatched a 
49th-minute lead through 
inspired substitute Carl Cort, 
seemed briefly capable of 
inflicting a third defeat of the 
season on their second-placed 
visitors.

Intelligently timing his run 
on to Lloyd Sam’s incisive 
through pass, the confident 
forward chipped over the 
advancing Lewis Price but was 
unlucky to see the ball veer 
narrowly wide in its flight past 
the far post. Sam himself had 
earlier forced Price into a fine 
save with a venomous strike 
from 25 yards, while Sodje 
should have improved on the 
shot he drove at the keeper 
after cutting in from the left. 

Not much had been seen of 
the Bees as an attacking force, 
their solitary on-target effort a 


tame drive from Leon Legge 
which hardly troubled Rob 
Elliot, until they took an 
unexpected lead four minutes 
after the break. 

Andy Scott’s shrewd interval 
introduction of the 
experienced Cort for Rhys 
Murphy paid off handsomely 
as the towering striker 
exploited the defensive 
confusion caused by John 
Bostock’s outswinging corner 
to stab home from six yards. 
The goal was as much an 
irritation as a shock to 
Charlton’s otherwise 

disciplined defence. An 
instant response was 
imperative and ice-cool Nicky 
Bailey came into his own. 

Dickson was persevering 
with finely-judged runs, 
several of which were checked 
by marginal offside flags, but 
was hard to discourage. 
Darting on to Bailey’s pass, 
this time blatantly onside, he 


beat Price to the ball, was 
bowled over by the 
outmanouevred goalkeeper 
and rewarded by Andy 
D’Urso’s undisputed penalty 
award. 

In the absence of regular 
spotkick expert Deon Burton, 
Jonjo Shelvey made a brief 
application to deputise but 
was firmly overruled by his 
skipper. Bailey made his point 
by easily equalising from the 
spot. 

The rest, with the exception 
of an immense stroke of luck 
enjoyed by Charlton with a 
quarter hour remaining, was 
routine. But, strewth, what an 
escape it was, Bailey’s 
needless foul on Ben Strevens 
giving midfielder Sam 
Saunders the chance to crash 
a thunderous free kick against 
the bar with Elliot hopelessly 
beaten.

Boxing night treat

A HANDSOME Norfolk 
turkey dinner with all the 
trimmings prepared the fans 
for Eltham Boxing Club's 
excellently organised show 
before Christmas. 

Fourteen keenly-contested 
bouts confirmed the traditional 
strength of boxing in the area, 
with Eltham boxers occupying 
the blue corner in all but one of 
them. 

Two precociously technical 11- 
year-olds got proceedings off to 
a post-Christmas pudding start 
with the host club’s busy 
Frankie Gardner maintaining a 
decisive edge over Ribak 
Hussein (Marvels Lane) on his 
way to a merited unanimous 
verdict. The standard displayed 
by both nippers was impressive.

Gutsy George Reagan gave it 
his best shot to change Eltham's 
fortunes but in Jamie Wilson 
(Stowe) came up against 
arguably the evening’s best 
boxer. George's brave resistance 
ended in third round stoppage 
after two standing “8” counts 
had weakened him. 

Eltham's senior boxers joined 
the action after the interval but 
Sam Leonard and Michael 
Shannon had to give best to, 
respectively, Ian Darvil (Foley) 


and Mickey Ansell (Brentwood). 
The first of the Essex visitors 
had too much for Sam, who was 
rescued by coach Steve Barrett’s 
compassionate first round 
towel.

Charlie Wynn was Eltham’s 
last winner after sweeping all 
three rounds against Brian 
Lopez (Frank Bruno Academy).

A bristling four-round local 
derby closed the show, at the 
end of which Fitzroy Lodge’s 
Charlie Harrison prevailed, by 
majority decision, over rangy 
Harry Sewell.
